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SUNDAY EVENING LECTURE | Christianity 


An Interesting Address by Prof. 
Moses of the State University. 


Providence In History as by the 
fal Discourse. 


Sunday evening Professor Bernard 
Moses, Ph. D., of the State University, 
lectured at the Fort street Methodist 
Church apon the subject of ‘‘Providence 
in History illustrated by the Spread of 
Christianity.

A Tres reporter on Saturday inter- 
viewed Alfred James, Esq., an old resi- 
dent and prominent citizen of this city, 
formerly Registrar of the U. 8. Land 
Office in this city, concerning the present 
and future prospects of the Calico min- 
ing district, in San Bernardino county. 
This gentleman thinks that the pros- 


pects of the above district becoming the 
most important mineral region in Cali- 
fornia are very flattering. He states 
that he has several times visited the 
most important mining camps of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, but has seen 
none while in their infancy that pre- 
sented to the sight such rich outcrop- 
pings, and yielded so many tons of rich 
ore in such a short time, as the prin- 
cipal claims of this new mining district. 
Tue camp at present contains about 
three hundred people, large numbers 
coming in daily, especially from San 
Bernardino, and at the present rate will 
contain about one thousand inhabitants 
before the expiration of thirty days. 
There are three stores and two restaur- 
ants doing a lively business, but tne 
lodging houses resemble the abodes of 
badgers and chipmunks, being holes in 
the sand in the hill-sides, where the 
weary bonanza hunter reposes at night 
wrapped in his blankets—if he is so 
fortunate as to have any—dreaming of 
the time when he will be so opulent 
that the faoulous wealth of Aladin, 
with his wonderful lamp, will be a mere 
bagatelle compared to it. A butcher 
shop is very much needed there, the 
miners even sighing more for meat than 
the mixed multitude of the children of 
Israel did for the flesh-pots of Egypt 
while migrating toa land flowing with 
milk and honey. If a slaughter-houre 
and meat market are not started soon 
there will not be any horned toads 
left to send back as speci- 
mens of curiosity, for they may be all 
sacrificed to the voracious appetites of 
future bonanza kings. 

There is but one stage line running 
between the mines and San Bernardino, 
trips twice a week. Ina few days a 
daily stage line will be running between 
Calico and Mohave. The fare from 
Los Angeles via San Bernardino to the 
camp is $15, and more if a person has 
to lay over at San Bernardino to wait 
for the stage. 

Lack of water is the present draw- 
back, that liquid being valued at five 
cents a pailful, or two or three gallons. 
The nearest well is about two miles dis- 
tant. Parties are now digging one 
nearer the camp. The Mohave river is 
about six miles from the camp. 

There are one or two thousand claims 
staked out, and more are being staked 
daily. Among the richest are the Silver 
King and Burning Moscow, the former 
yielding $400 to the ton. A San Fran- 
cisco company bought a mine, the name 
of which Mr. James had forgotten, pay- 
ing $40,000 for it, and they have al- 
ready taken from it $100,000 worth of 
ore. Judge Walch is one of the com- 


pany. 

Three mills on the Mohave river are 
in operation. 
Mr. James was present about the 
time the mch mines were discovered in 
Nevada, and he thinks their prospects 
were not more favorable then than the 
1 of the Calico mines are now. 

n c. 25, 1858, he started a paper 
called the Enterprise at Genoa, Nevada, 
which was afterwards removed to Carson 
City, and when he sold it out to other 
parties it was again removed to Vir- 
ginia City, and is now the wealthiest 
and most important journal of the State 
of Nevada, published in a $75,000 
building erected from the earnings of 
the paper. Mr. James has a store in 
Calico, and starts for the mines to- 
morrow with a stock of groceries.
